Perheps if we consider Mr. Soutney and human watwre to- 
gether, and recollect how many reasons in general go to 
determine a man's proceedings, we shall conclude that 
the truth lies between the profit and the honour, aud 
that as he regards the office in the light of a road tu good 
fortune, so he is willing to think that those who praise him 
by the way and help him along, must be judicious aud 
praisc-worthy persons. 

The whole truth, after all, lies, we are afraid, in ove 
amgle word—tweakness ; and if this weakness were of an or- 
diaary, or momentary, or pardonable descri ition, we should 
treat it with the charily that becomes ail human beings, 
and let it go by without a remark. But it is not so; ‘it 
is a weakness (hat evinces and perpetuates sonicthiog much 
worse, and is of the most serious injury both lo the cause 
and character of public virtue. In short, it is not upon 
the ground of amere change of opinion that we quarrel 
with Mr. Sourwerx,—for such changes may be owing to 
strength as well as weakpess of mind, tu purity as well as to 
prvintiple. We quarrel with him, firstly, for his indecent 
violence of language respecting those who differ with him, 
after his ‘mupning from one extreme to another ; and se- 
condly and chiefly, for leaving his public principles behind 
with his opinions, and consenting: to do homage to the 
follies and vices of theday, Who would believe that the 
same tan, who was. formerly a violent advocate even of 
the senseless farce. of equality, aud who would hear of 
nothing in fayour, of kings aud ‘epvineet. | now ven- 
tures lo confound in one mass of abuse all the ad 
Reform, and to doubt whether men who do not go ha . 
far as he did can be d and well-intentioned ? ‘Yet

suppose that he at once cares fur good example and coun. 
lenances bad,—that with an unallered contempt for de- 
pendence he is dependent; with an unaltered scoro of 
worldliness he is worldly ; and that with his hymns to the 
Household Virtues still ja his mind, and a horrur of all 
dice-boxes, dress-boxes, and dram-boxes,, he is to bow 
dowao at Court amidst the Heavrorts and Yarmourtns, 
and to. gay over the band that be kisses, in the words of 
the old poet, '

The intelligence-put forth by the Empress Queen and | 
Regent, up to the 15th September, contains the fullow- 
ing account ef the French reverses in Silesia :— 


‘* The Duke of Tarente, to whom the Emperor had left 
the command of the army io Silesia, made good dixpositions 
for pursuing the Allies, and driving them from Jauer, The 
enemy was driven from all his positions; his columis were in 
full retreat. - On the 26th the Duke of Tarente had taken all 
his measures to turo him, but in the night, between the 26:b 
aud 27th, the Bober, and all the streams which How into it, 
overluweds ip less than from séven to eight hours the roads 
were covered with from three to four feet of water, and all 
the bridges carried ‘away, Our columns found themselves 
separated, Those which were to have turned (he ehemy were 
notable to arrive. The Allies quickly perceived this change 
of circumstance.. The Duke of Tarente employed the 28th 
and 29th in connecting his columns, separated by the inundation, 
They succeeded in regaining Bunzlaw, where the only bridge 
was that had not been carried away by the waters of the Bober, 
Buta brigade of General Palhad’s division was oot able to 
attive there, To place of endeavouriag to throw himself upon 
the sides of the mountains, the General wished to return upon 
Lowenberg. There, fiading himself surrounded by enemies, 
aod the river behind him, after having defeuded Kimself with’ 
all his means, he was obliged to give way to bumbers, All | 
those in the two regiments who could swim saved themselves. 
We reckon of them from7 to 800: the remainder were tyken, 
The enemy has taken from us ja those difereut aGuirs from 3 to 
1000 prisoners, and the two eagles of the two regiments, aud 
the cagnon belonging to the brigade. After these circum- 
stances, which hed fatigued the army, it soccessively repassed 
the Bober, the Queisse, aod the Neisse. The Emperor found

must take, are greatly iacreased, and they can be brought to 4 
conclusion only by the storm of the breach of the body of the 
place. The merit of success therefore is proportionably ins 
creased, and it will be faund, that the operations did not last 
longer {hao has vsvally been required for a place which pos- 
sessed three lines of defence, including the Convent af St. Bar- 
tholomew.”” . 

His Lordship proceeds to gofice the Naval Officers whose 
services were used during the siege ; and after mentioning that
